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Co nstitutio na l Respo nsibility 


Americans g ather this week at rallies, 


scho o l £ » semblies, banqu ets and in parades 


to celebrate the sig ning 171 y ears ag o to mo r­ 


ro w o f their basic instru ment o f g o v ernment, 


the Co nstitu tio n o f the United States. 
Many an o ratio n will be applau ded and 
many a so ng su ng ex to lling the jo y s o f life 
in the American traditio n o f freedo m, the 
wo nders o f liberty g ranted thro u g h g u aranteed 
rig hts fo r the pu rsu it o f happiness. So me­ 
thing will be said as well o f the respo nsibili­ 
ties if freedo m, bu t no t eno u g h. 
The histo ry o f o ppressio n that sparked the 
American Rev o lu tio n led the fo u nding fathers 
to co ncentrate o n pro tectio n ag ainst ty ranny . 
So stro ng was this fear o f do minatio n that 
pu blic pressu re demanded the additio n o f the 
Bill o f Rig hts to g u arantee specific rig hts and 
priv ileg es to the new natio n’s citizens. In this 
preo ccu patio n with the setting do wn in black 
and white o f the g u ards ag ainst ty ranny , 
they did no t list the specific du ties o f citizen­ 
ship. 
Bu t the fo u nding fathers and the peo ple 


they represented were to o clo se to the stru g g le 
fo r liberty nit to kno w the respo nsibilities 
they had to keep it. To them the du ties were 
50 o bv io u s there was no need to talk abo u t 
them. 
Nearly two centu ries later, we see their 
stru g g le to o o ften as a g lo rio u s pag e o f his­ 
to ry and no t o ften eno u g h as a co ntinu ing , if 
less dramatic, effo rt in which each o f u s has 
a ro le. 
In any o ne needs co nv incing that there are 
threats to o u r Co nstitu tio n, he has o nly to take 
a lo o k at what has happened to the Fifth 
Amendment: The rig ht it g u arantees has been 
perv erted to the u se o f peo ple who seek o nly 
to shirk their respo nsibilities. 
If any o ne do u bts the need fo r emphasizing 
the du ty that g o es hand in hand with free­ 
do m. he has o nly to witness the tremendo u s 
pu blicity driv e necessary to g et peo ple to g o 
to the po lls and e.x ercise the mo st v alu able o f 
all their rig hts and priv ileg es. 
It has beco me trite to say freedo m is ev ery ­ 
bo dy ’s bu siness. Bu t it has beco me trite o nly 
becau se it is so tru e. 


Underestima ting The Rebo und 


The Federal Reserv e Bo ard’s repo rt o f a 
2 per cent rise in indu strial pro du ctio n du r­ 
ing Au g u st, acco mpanied by sig nificant im­ 
pro v ement in new co nstru ctio n, retail bu y ing 
and co nstru ctio n, is su mmed u p like this: 
‘‘Rapid reco v ery in eco no mic activ ity co n­ 
tinu ed.’* 
It had been ex pected that reco v ery wo u ld 
be statistically ev ident in the seco nd half o f 
1958. Bu t no o ne ex pected last April, when 
the lo w po int o f the recessio n was reached, 
that by Au g u st indu strial pro du ctio n wo u ld 
hav e reco v ered half o f the mo mentu m it had 
lo st between Au g u st 1957 and the April lo w 
this y ear. 
It was o u tside the realm o f ex pectatio n 
that the Federal Reserv e Bo ard wo u ld hav e 
any reaso n to u se the adjectiv e “rapid” to 
describe any thing that wo u ld happen u ntil 
the last qu arter o f the y ear, if then. Yet 
the bo ard no w speaks o f "rapid reco v ery ” 
in a mo nth when the au to mo bile indu stry 
was slo wed to a walk. 
If the ex perts are as pu zzled as they say 
they are, it is becau se they hav e fo rg o tten 
their habitu al erro r in ju dg ment o f eco no mic 
rebo u nd in a free enterprise so ciety . 
They alway s hav e u nderestimated the po ­ 
tentiality o f the nex t su rg e o f fo rward mo ­ 
tio n, while o v erestimating the static fo rces 
threatening to impede it. Ev en the bo o ms that 
they hav e predicted o n rare o ccasio ns hav e 
been mo re ex plo siv e than they tho u g ht they 
wo u ld be. 
The reaso n fo r this has been the inability 
o f eco no mists as a g ro u p to co mprehend the 


eno rmo u s latent energ y o f a free so ciety 
when it is released by co nfidence in the im­ 
mediate fu tu re. The eco no mists hav e no fo r­ 
mu la to measu re imag inatio n, inv entiv eness 
and ing enu ity , o ther than what they hav e 
do ne in the past. Bu t ev ery time there is a 
resu rg ence o f co nfidence, the y ardstick o f 
the past pro v es to be to o sho rt. 
Early this y ear, the White Ho u se repeated­ 
ly reminded the pro phets o f do o m and g lo o m 
that they wo u ld be cau g ht sho rt ag ain. Last 
Feb. 24. fo r ex ample. President Eisenho wer 
said in an address to the Natio nal Fo o d Co n­ 
ference in Washing to n: 
“This is no time to listen to men o f little 
faith and o f little spirit. No w is the time when 
co u rag e, co mmo n sense and so u ndness will 
prev ent a slackness in emplo y ment and a 
dip in the eco no my fro m beco ming serio u s.” 
It was no t po pu lar then to po int o u t that 
while critics were hammering at the admin­ 
istratio n to break and ru n fro m a po sitio n 
o f co nfidence, the free enterprise sy stem was 
g o ing abo u t its traditio nal task o f g etting 
ready fo r the fu tu re with all its reso u rces o f 
inv entiv eness. 
It was no t po pu lar to predict that its co l­ 
lectiv e reso u rces o f determinatio n and kno w­ 
ho w wo u ld be su fficient to o v erco me the lat­ 
est recessio n. 
Bu t it has no t been the pro phets o f g lo o m 
and do o m who hav e ju stified the phrase 
“ rapid reco v ery ’* in the latest Federal Re­ 
serv e Bo ard repo rt. It has been, rather, the 
determinatio n o f the free enterprise sy stem 
to make liars o f the g lo o mers and do o mers.

Dismal describes the o u tlo o k fo r 
three-mo nth meeting o f the United 
Natio ns General Assembly , o pen­ 


ing to day . 
Its big g est immediate pro blem; 
the Red Chinese attack o n the 
Qu emo y and Matsu islands and 
the American refu sal to let the 
Reds take them by fo rce. 
Secretary o f State Du lles and 
So v iet Fo reig n Minister Gro my ko 
will tang le o v er this. Only an o pti­ 
mist can ex pect a so lu tio n in the 
U.N. 
Fo r, meanwhile, the American 
and Red Chinese ambassado rs to 
Po land 
will 
be 
discu ssing 
the 
same thing in Warsaw. 
No thing is likely to happen in 
the U.N. any way u ntil there’s time 
to see what happens in Warsaw. 
And no thing is likely to happen 
in Warsaw u nless the American 
g o v ernment is willing to make big 
co ncessio ns to the Chinse Co mmu ­ 
nists. 
Bu t Du lles and President Eisen­ 
ho wer g o t themselv es into a kind 
o f bo x o n co ncessio ns. 
First, they indicated they mig ht 
make co ncessio ns to the Reds if 
they co mbed their hair rig ht. 
Bu t then Eisenho wer said let­ 
ting the Reds sho o t their way into 
Qu emo y and Matsu witho u t fig ht­ 
ing them wo u ld be appeasement. 
It wo u ld still be appeasement if 
this co u ntry let the Reds hav e the 
islands 
o n 
the 
pro mise 
they 
wo u ldn’t sho o t their way in if they 
g o t them fo r free. 
No do u bt the So v iet Unio n will 
make a renewed effo rt to g et Red 
China a seat in the U.N. 
Bu t the United States, which 
acts as if the Red Chinese didn’t 
ex ist—ev en tho u g h it still may 
hav e to fig ht them and is willing 


to 
neg o tiate 
with 
them—has 
blo cked a U.N. seat fo r them be­ 
fo re. 
It will maneu v er to do so ag ain. 
It pro bably has eno u g h friends in 
the U.N. to g et the Assembly 
o nce ag ain to sidetrack this issu e 
fo r a later date and ano ther y ear. 
Bu t there’s a chilling side to all 
this: while Qu emo y , Matsu , Chi­ 
ang Kai-shek and his enemies, the 
Red Chinese, are windily debated 
in the U.N., the actu al crisis 
aro u nd tho se o ffsho re islands still 
remains and co u ld bu rst into war. 
Bu t o ther thing s face the U.N. 
to o , and with ju st abo u t the same 
small chance o f so lu tio n. 
Fo r 
instance: 
disarmament. 
There’ll be so me debate bu t any 
real pro g ress in that field mo re 
likely will co me fro m direct Amer­ 
ican-So v iet talks. 
Then there’s the qu estio n o f g et­ 
ting American tro o ps o u t o f Le­ 
bano n, where they landed Ju ly 15 
at the requ est o f President Cha- 
mo u n, and British tro o ps o u t o f 
Jo rdan, where they landed two 
day s later at ^ing Hu ssein’s re­ 
qu est. 
The w'o rld reactio n to the entry 
o f American fo rces in the Middle 
East was so bad fro m the beg in­ 
ning that this co u ntry has seemed 
willing to withdraw if it co u ld be 
do ne g racefu lly . 
Gen. Fu ad Chehab has since 
been elected president and will 
take o ffice Sept. 24. By then o r 
so o n after, at Chehab’s requ est, 
the last o f the American tro o ps 
sho u ld hav e departed. 
No t so with the British tro o ps in 
Jo rdan, where King Hu ssein sits 
o n a shaky thro ne. He’s sho wn 
no sig ns o f wanting to see his Brit­ 
ish pro tecto rs 
depart. 
And it’s 
hard to see w'hat the U.N. can do 
to nu dg e them o u t. 


W H E N THE 14th Amendment 
was v o ted o n, there was no rep­ 
resentatio n in either ho u se fro m 
many states in the Unio n. 
Also , when the state leg islatu res 
in the So u th—su bsequ ent to 
the 
war—ratified the 13th Amendment 
abo lishing slav ery bu t rejected the 
14th Amendment, as they had 
a 
rig ht to do . Co ng ress cau sed new 
leg islatu res to 
be 
elected 
with 
mo st white v o ters ex clu ded, 
and 
then, with federal military co m­ 
manders sitting alo ng side the pre­ 
siding o fficers in the leg islativ e 
sessio ns o f the state leg islatu res, 
“ ratificatio n” o f the 14th Amend­ 
ment was co mpelled. 
In case after case the Su preme 
Co u rt o f the United States has al­ 
way s ev aded the issu e o f whether 
the 14th Amendment was co nsti­ 
tu tio nally “ ratified” and has said 
that this is a “po litical qu estio n” 
and no t within its po wer to re-

it. i

Many peo ple are say ing that an 
this happened lo ng ag o and that it 
isn’t feasible to tu rn the clo ck back 
no w. 
The 
present 
Su preme 
Co u rt, 
ho wev er, in its 1954 decisio n, did 
tu rn the clo ck back 58 y ears and 
nu llified the “settled law” o f the 
land o n the qu estio n o f “ equ al bu t 
separate” 
facilities 
which 
had 
been u pheld by so me o f the mo st 
eminent men who ev er sat o n the 
hig h co u rt, inclu ding its g reatest 
liberals.

maintained ag ainst a pu blic o ffi­ 
cer which seeks to co mpel him to 
ex ercise the state’s po wer o f tax ­ 
atio n; o r to pay o u t its mo ney in 
his po ssessio n o n the state’s o bli­ 
g atio ns; o r to ex ecu te a co ntract, 
o r to do any affirmativ e act which 
affects the state’s

pro perty rig hts.” 
Bu t will this

preme Co u rt o f the United States

cases? 
Can any thing be co nsidered “set­ 
tled” when the hig hest co u rt de­ 
parts fro m leg al precedents and 
decides cases o n the basis o f w'hat 
is “ desirable”—the philo so phy that 
the end ju stifies the means? 
There was pro phetic v isio n in a 
famo u s dissent by Ju stice Edward 
D. White o f the Su preme Co u rt, 
who later became chief ju stice, as 
he wro te; 
“Teach the lesso n that settled 
principles may be o v erthro wn at 
any time, and co nfu sio n and tu r­ 
mo il mu st u ltimately resu lt. 
“ If the permanency o f its co n­ 
clu sio ns is to depend u po n the per­ 
so nal o pinio ns o f tho se who . fro m 
time to time, may make u p its 
membership, it will inev itably be­ 
co me a theater o f {wlitical strife 
and its actio n will be witho u t co ­ 
herence o r co nsistency . 
“ Break do wn this belief in ju ­ 
dicial co ntinu ity and let it be felt 
that o n g reat co nstitu tio nal qu es­ 
tio ns this co u rt is to depart fro m 
the settled co nclu sio ns o f its pred­ 
ecesso rs and to determine them 
all acco rding to the mere o pinio n 
o f tho se who tempo rarily fill 
its 
bench and o u r Co nstitu tio n will, in 
my ju dg ment, be bereft o f v alu e, 
and beco me a mo st dang ero u s in­ 
stru ment to the rig hts and liber­ 
ties o f the peo ple.’* 


THAT SOLEMN 
warning 
was 
g iv en in 1895, bu t o nly last mo nth 
the same warning came fro m the 
chief ju stices o f 36 states, 
who 
ado pted a repo rt, made after an 
ex hau stiv e stu dy by a Co mmittee 
o f Chief Ju stices o f the States, in 
which the recent decisio ns o f the 
Su preme Co u rt o f the 
U n i t e d 
States were 
sev erely criticized, 
particu larly in the ex pansio n o f 
the 14th Amendment. 
The 
repo rt, 
appro v ed 
by the 
chief ju stices o f three-qu arters o f 
the states o f the u nio n, said: 
“If reaso nable certainty and sta­ 
bility do no t attach to a written 
co nstitu tio n, is it a co nstitu tio n o r 
is it a sham? 
“These frequ ent difference and 
o ccasio nal o v erru ling s o f prio r de­ 
cisio ns 
in 
co nstitu tio nal

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Constitutional Responsibility 


Americans gather this week at rallies, 


school tosemblies, banquets and in parades 


to celebrate the signing 171 years ago tomor­ 


row of their basic instrum ent of government, 


the Constitution of the United States. 


Many an oration will be 
applauded 
and 
m any a song sung extolling the joys of life 
in the American tradition of freedom, the 
wonders of liberty granted through guaranteed 
rights for the pursuit of happiness. Some­ 
thing will be said as well of the responsibili­ 
ties if freedom, but not enough. 
The history of oppression that sparked the 
American Revolution led the founding fathers 
to concentrate on protection against tyranny. 
So strong was this fear of domination that 
public pressure demanded the addition of the 
Bill of Rights to guarantee specific rights and 
privileges to the new nation’s citizens. In this 
preoccupation with the setting down in black 
and white of the guards against tyranny, 
they did not list the specific duties of citizen­ 
ship. 
But the founding fathers and the people 


they represented were too close to the struggle 
for liberty nit to know the responsibilities 
they had to keep it. To them the duties were 
so obvious there was no need to talk about 
them. 
Nearly two centuries later, we see their 
struggle too often as a glorious page of his­ 
tory and not often enough as a continuing, if 
less dramatic, effort in which each of us has 
a role. 
In anyone needs convincing that there are 
threats to our Constitution, he has only to take 
a look at what has happened to the Fifth 
Amendment: The right it guarantees has been 
perverted to the use of people who seek only 
to shirk their responsibilities. 
If anyone doubts the need for emphasizing 
the duty that goes hand in hand with free­ 
dom, he has only to witness the tremendous 
publicity drive necessary to get people to go 
to the polls and exercise the most valuable of 
all their rights and privileges. 
It has become trite to say freedom is every­ 
body’s business. But it has become trite only 
because it is so true. 


Underestimating The Rebound 


The Federal Reserve Board’s report of a 
2 per cent rise in industrial production dur­ 
ing August, accompanied by significant im ­ 
provement in new' construction, retail buying 
and construction, is summed up like this: 
“ Rapid recovery in economic activity con­ 
tinued.’* 
It had been expected that recovery would 
be statistically evident in the second half of 
1958. But no one expected last April, when 
the low- point of the recession was reached, 
that by August industrial production would 
have recovered half of the momentum it had 
lost between August 1957 and the April low 
this year. 
It was outside the realm of expectation 
that the Federal Reserve Board would have 
any reason to use the adjective “rapid” to 
describe anything that would happen until 
the last quarter of the year, if then. Yet 
the board now speaks of “rapid recovery” 
in a month when the automobile industry 
was slowed to a walk. 
If the experts are as puzzled as they say 
they are, it is because they have forgotten 
their habitual error in judgment of economic 
rebound in a free enterprise society. 
They always have underestimated the po­ 
tentiality of the next surge of forward mo­ 
tion, while overestimating the static forces 
threatening to impede it. Even the booms that 
they have predicted on rare occasions have 
been more explosive than they thought they 
would be. 
The reason for this has been the inability 
of economists as a group to comprehend the 


enormous latent energy of a free soc:cty 
when it is released by confidence in the im­ 
m ediate future. The economists have no for­ 
mula to measure imagination, inventiveness 
and ingenuity, other than what they have 
done in the past. But every time there is a 
resurgence of confidence, the yardstick of 
the past proves to be too short. 
Early this year, the White House repeated­ 
ly reminded the prophets of doom and gloom 
that they would be caught short again. Last 
Feb. 24, for example, President Eisenhower 
said in an address to the National Food Con­ 
ference in Washington: 
“This is no time to listen to men of little 
faith and of little spirit. Now is the time when 
courage, common sense and soundness will 
prevent a slackness in employment and a 
dip in the economy from becoming serious.” 
It was not popular then to point out that 
while critics were hammering at the admin­ 
istration to break and run from a position 
of confidence, the free enterprise system was 
going about its traditional task of getting 
ready for the future with all its resources of 
inventiveness. 
It was not popular to predict that its col­ 
lective resources of determination and know­ 
how would be sufficient to overcome the lat­ 
est recession. 
But it has not been the prophets of gloom 
and doom who have 
justified 
the 
phrase 
‘‘rapid recovery” in the latest Federal Re­ 
serve Board report. It has been, rather, the 
determination of the free enterprise system 
to make liars of the gloomers and doomers. 


Beware Of Tile Short Perspective 


There was unusual interest this year in 
Dag Hammarskjold’s annual report as secre­ 
tary general of the United Nations. 
The interest focused on what he would say 
about events in the Middle East that caused 
him to be in sharp disagreement with the 
m ilitary intervention of the United States in 
Lebanon. 
Though he did not report in detail on his 
subsequent journey to the Middle East on 
the order of the UN General Assembly, he 
reported in general as follows: 
“The United Nations has served as a fram e­ 
work for fruitful contacts among the Middle 
East governments and, in the UN observa­ 
tion group in Lebanon, it has been able to 
organize an activity which, like the UN truce 
supervision organization and the UN em er­ 
gency force before it, has had a calming 
influence on the local situation. . . . The

Example No. 2 Mr. Secretary, do you have 
any comment on Dean Acheson’s statem ent 
that we are drifting into war? A routine reply 
would have been, “ Who was that again?’’ or 
“Next question, please,” but here again Fos­ 
ter leaped to the challenge with a snappy 
“No, I have no comment on that” which took 
quick thinking or outside aid. 
Example No. 3: A reporter asked, “We are 
still troubled over the point of obligation by 
the U.S. to the people of the country on the 
question of convoying under Chinese shelling. 
Is it our position that there is no obligation 
to explain?” 
This would have floored many quiz con­ 
testants. most of whom would have replied 
“I’m not positive but it sounds to me like 
something by Cole Porter.” Mr. Dulles’ an­ 
swer was “ I thought I had been explaining 
that throughout this program .” 


WE ARE CONTINUING our probe and may 
check on rum ors President Eisenhower is fed 


unanimity established among the Arab states, 
when strengthened by further collaboration 
among these states, should help in ironing out 
those conflicts which have limited the extent 
to which it has been possible, so far, to ar­ 
rive at constructive expressions, for example.

Steel Workers Eye Auto Industry 


ATLANTIC CITY 
No one has ever seen Walter 
Reuther in a bathing suit. 
And 
though authoritative sources here 
believe he never will do as well

Reuther keeps his strategy un­ 
der wraps but the Steel Union high 
command has been informed of 
what happened behind the locked 
doors of the Auto Workers’ high 
command last Wednesday in De­ 
troit when it picked the Ford Co. 
as its strike target. 
Reuther, outlining his own tac­ 
tical plans to his colleagues, re­ 
portedly said that the UAW's basic 
demands could be won most easi­ 
ly and swiftly at Ford. These de­ 
mands comprise a four-fold “ na­ 
tional pattern.” 


THIS CALLS for increased old 
age pensions: an increase in the 
private 
unemployment insurance 
—called 
supplemental 
unemploy­ 
ment benefits—paid by the auto 
companies; 
higher 
wages, 
and 
protection for workers made job­ 
less when a company closes an 
outmoded plant anc: either consoli­ 
dates the work in a factory far 
off or in a new plant entirely. 
Someone 
pointed out, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, that Ford. seeking greater 
efficiency, had consolidated virtu­ 
ally all of its East Coast produc­ 
tion in a relatively new installa­ 
tion in Mahwa, N J. Of necessity, 
workers from Buffalo to Brooklyn 
were affected. 
While talking about the supple­ 
mental 
unemployment 
benefits 
(SUB), another of the Auto Union’s 
high council said that the nickel 
an hour per man paid by the com­ 
pany into a central pool had done 
wonders for auto workers laid off 
this summer. 
The company had paid each job­ 
less worker $35 a week while the 
state had paid him $25. This gave 
the worker a total of $60, or about 
65 per cent of his normal wages. 
Now the Auto Union wants this 
total to be increased to 80 per 
cent of the regular 
pay. 
And 
some day IOO per cent — or the 
guaranteed annual wage. 
The talk then turned to the se­ 
lection of a target company. A 
strike at Chrysler might hurt the 
company for a very long time— 
and still leave the bigger two of 
the Big Three to take on. What 
about General Motors then? 


REUTHER POINTED OUT that 
this would be a tough one because 
it would really be a two-front 
industrial war. 
The UAW wants a lot more from 
GM than it does from Ford or 
Chrysler. It wants the four-point 
national pattern, of course.

Dismal Is The Outlook

WASHINGTON 


Dismal describes the outlook for 
three-month meeting of the United 
Nations General Assembly, open­ 
ing today. 
Its biggest immediate problem: 
the Red Chinese attack on the 
Quemoy and Matsu islands and 
the American refusal to let the 
Reds take them by force. 
Secretary of State Dulles and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko 
will tangle over this. Only an opti­ 
mist can expect a solution in the 
U.N. 
For, meanwhile, the American 
and Red Chinese ambassadors to 
Poland 
will 
be 
discussing 
the 
sam e thing in Warsaw. 
Nothing is likely to happen in 
the U.N. anyway until there’s time 
to see what happens in Warsaw. 
And nothing is likely to happen 
in Warsaw unless the American 
government is willing to make big 
concessions to the Chinse Commu­ 
nists. 
But Dulles and President Eisen­ 
hower got themselves into a kind 
of box on concessions. 
First, they indicated they might 
m ake concessions to the Reds if 
they combed their hair right. 
But then Eisenhower said let­ 
ting the Reds shoot their way into 
Quemoy and Matsu without fight­ 
ing them would be appeasement. 
It would still be appeasement if 
this country let the Reds have the 
islands 
on 
the 
promise 
they 
wouldn’t shoot their way in if they 
got them for free. 
No doubt the Soviet Union will 
make a renewed effort to get Red 
China a seat in the U.N. 
But the United States, 
which 
acts as if the Red Chinese didn’t 
exist—even though 
it still may 
have to fight them and is willing 


to 
negotiate 
with 
them—has 
blocked a U.N. seat for them be­ 
fore. 
It will maneuver to do so again. 
It probably has enough friends in 
the U.N. 
to get the Assembly 
once again to sidetrack this issue 
for a later date and another year. 
But there’s a chilling side to all 
this: while Quemoy, Matsu, Chi­ 
ang Kai-shek and his enemies, the 
Red Chinese, are windily debated 
in 
the U.N., 
the 
actual 
crisis 
around those offshore islands still 
remains and could burst into war. 
But other things face the U.N. 
too, and with just about the same 
small chance of solution. 
For 
instance: 
disarmament. 
There’ll be some debate but any 
real progress in that field more 
likely will come from direct Amer­ 
ican-Soviet talks. 
Then there’s the question of get­ 
ting American troops out of Le­ 
banon, where they landed July 15 
at the request of President Cha- 
moun, and British troops out of 
Jordan, where they landed two 
days later at {ting Hussein’s re­ 
quest. 
The world reaction to the entry 
of American forces in the Middle 
East was so bad from the begin­ 
ning that this country has seemed 
willing to withdraw if it could be 
done gracefully. 
Gen. 
Fuad Chehab has since 
been elected president and will 
take office Sept. 24. By then or 
soon after, at Chehab’s request, 
the last of the American troops 
should have departed. 
Not so with the British troops in 
Jordan, where King Hussein sits 
on a shaky throne. He’s shown 
no signs of wanting to see his Brit­ 
ish 
protectors 
depart. 
And 
it’s 
hard to see what the U.N. can do 
to nudge them out.

Clock Turned Back

Court Seen Acting On Invalid Premise 


The State of Arkansas has not 
“ defied” the Supreme Court of the 
United States by closing the high 
schools in Little Rock. Nor has the 
state 
of 
Vir­ 
ginia 
commit­ 


ted 
any 
act 
of 
“defiance” 
by c I o s i n g 
schools. 
The 
federal 
g o v e r n - 
ment has 
not 
“ defied” 
t h e 
States 
of Ar­ 
kansas a n d 
Virginia 
b y 
David law rence 
supporting plans that seek through 
the courts a means of reopening 
the public schools. 
Each is acting within its 
own 
constitutional orbit. The exercise 
of legal rights to contest the valid­ 
ity of state or federal action is 
not “ defiance.” The Federal Con­ 
stitution itself permits these legal 
procedures. 
It is erroneously being preach­ 
ed that there is only a “moral 
question” involved and that the 
states of the South are disregard­ 
ing it when they contest by legal 
means the orders of 
a federal 
court requiring 
“integration” 
in 
the public schools. 
As for “moral questions,” un­ 
fortunately the North has forgot­ 
ten but the South hasn’t, that the 
very 14th Amendment on which 
the present Supreme Court is bas­ 
ing its ruling was born in unmor­ 
ality and “ratified” in unmoral­ 
ity. 
Although Abraham Lincoln had 
always held 
that 
the 
Southern 
states had never been out of the 
Union, Congress—after his 
death 
and three years after the w ar be­ 
tween the states was over—insist­ 
ed that the Southern states be ex­ 
cluded from representation in the 
House and Senate. 


W H E N THE 14th Amendment 
was voted on, there was no rep­ 
resentation in either house from 
many states in the Union. 
Also, when the state legislatures 
In the South—subsequent to 
the 
war—ratified the 13th Amendment 
abolishing slavery but rejected the 
14th Amendment, as they had 
a 
right to do, Congress caused new 
legislatures to 
be 
elected 
with 
most white voters excluded, 
and 
then, with federal military com­ 
manders sitting alongside the pre­ 
siding officers in the legislative 
sessions of the state legislatures, 
“ ratification” of the 14th Amend­ 
ment was compelled. 
In case after case the Supreme 
Court of the United States has al­ 
ways evaded the issue of whether 
the 14th Amendment was consti­ 
tutionally “ ratified” and has said 
that this is a "political question” 
and not within its power to re­ 
solve. 
Many people are saying that all 
this happened long ago and that it 
isn’t feasible to turn the clock back 
now. 
The 
present 
Supreme 
Court, 
however, in its 1954 decision, 
did 
turn the clock back 58 years and 
nullified the “settled law” of the 
land on the question of “ equal but 
separate” 
facilities 
which 
had 
been upheld by some of the most 
eminent men who ever sat on the 
high court, including its greatest 
liberals. 
What is “ settled 
law” ? 
Abra­ 
ham Lincoln defined it as some­ 
thing that has been initially decid­ 
ed by the Supreme Court when 


the issue was 
first raised, 
and 
then “ affirmed 
and 
reaffirm ed” 
in decisions for years afterwards. 
Thus, it is “ settled law” today 
that no state can be compelled to 
appropriate money or keep schools 
open or do any affirm ative thing 
just because the federal govern­ 
ment may want to see it done. 


THE “ SETTLED LAW” on this 
point was proclaimed in a decision 
known as Hopkins vs. Clemson Col­ 
lege, decided in 1911, when Jus­ 
tice Lam ar wrote in behalf of the 
court: 
“No 
suit, 
therefore, 
can 
be 
maintained against a public offi­ 
cer which seeks to compel him to 
exercise the state’s power of tax­ 
ation: or to pay out its money in 
his possession on the state’s obli­ 
gations; or to execute a contract, 
or to do any affirm ative act which 
affects the state’s 
political 
or 
property rights.” 
But will this 
be 
accepted 
as 
“ settled Jaw” by the present Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
in 
the 
Arkansas 
and Virginia 
cases? 
Can anything be considered “set­ 
tled” when the highest court de­ 
parts from legal precedents and 
decides cases on the basis of what 
is “ desirable”—the philosophy that 
the end justifies the means? 
There was prophetic vision in a 
famous dissent by Justice Edward 
D. White of the Supreme Court, 
who later became chief justice, as 
he wrote: 
“Teach the lesson that settled 
principles may be overthrown at 
any time, and confusion and tur­ 
moil must ultimately result. 
“ If the permanency of its con­ 
clusions is to depend upon the per­ 
sonal opinions of those who, from 
tim e to time, m ay make up its 
membership, it will inevitably be­ 
come a theater of political strife 
and its action will be without co­ 
herence or consistency. 
“ Break down this belief in ju­ 
dicial continuity and let it be felt 
that on great constitutional ques­ 
tions this court is to depart from 
the settled conclusions of its pred­ 
ecessors and to determine them 
all according to the m ere opinion 
of those who temporarily fill 
its 
bench and our Constitution will, in 
my judgment, be bereft of value, 
and become a most dangerous in­ 
strum ent to the rights and liber­ 
ties of the people.” 


THAT SOLEMN 
warning 
was 
given in 1895, but only last month 
the same warning came from the 
chief justices of 36 states, 
who 
adopted a report, m ade after an 
exhaustive study by a Committee 
of Chief Justices of the States, in 
which the recent decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the U n i t e d 
States 
were 
severely 
criticized, 
particularly in the expansion of 
the 14th Amendment. 
The 
report, 
approved 
by the 
chief justices of three-quarters of 
the states of the union, said: 
“ If reasonable certainty and sta­ 
bility do not attach to a written 
constitution, is it a constitution or 
is it a sham? 
“ These frequent differences and 
occasional overrulings of prior de­ 
cisions 
in 
constitutional 
cases 
cause us grave 
concern 
as 
to 
whether individual views as to 
what is wise or desirable do not 
unconsciously override a more dis­ 
passionate consideration of what is 
or is not constitutionally w arrant­ 
ed.”

In the modern school, most chil­ 
dren start to read by the “look- 
say” method.

SOME children catch on to this 
quickly, more do not. Yet many 
words of a prim er or first reader 
can’t be pictured. 
Many of the words which can’t 
be pictured are short ones such 
as these: the, is, are, on, that, 
of, for, to, at, was, saw. 
Ever so many parents write to 
me about the child, even in the 
second or third grade, who h a s 
great trouble remembering s u c h 
short words but has little or no 
trouble with longer words. 
The reason for this is that most! 
of the longer words have meaning 
to him, while most of the shorter 
ones 
have 
no 
meaning 
except 
when they appear in relation to 
other words in a sentence. 
Some teachers and parents give 
the child in the first or second 
grade a list of these words to 
memorize. But, when he does so,} 
someone must say each word for 
him, over and over, as he looks 
at it and tries to rem em ber it. 
I’ve long believed the child Is 
kept too long at trying to read by i 


the whole - word method. Many 
children don’t know the letters of 
the alphabet until after they have 
practiced r e a d i n g for several 
months or longer. 


AFTER YOUR child, with t h e 
help of many pictures, has s u c ­ 
ceeded at reading by the “ look- 
: say” method, just enough to get 
the hang of reading, he would, I 
believe, profit from spelling o u t 
some of the very short words. 
Here is something you parents 
might do. Help him to recognize 
the letters of the alphabet. As he 
spells a word he doesn't know, say 
it for him, hoping he will gain 
from the sounds he hears. He cer­ 
tainly needs some exercise w i t h 
sounds in relation to words. 
I have a bulletin showing how­ 
to do this and to further help the 
child in the early steps of reading. 
My bulletins, “ Home Fun With 
Phonics” and “Early Steps 
Of 
Reading,” may be had by sending 
a self - addressed, stamped enve­ 
lope to me in care of this news­ 
paper.

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Council Hears Auto Wrecker 
Junk Yard Control Draws Protest 


Carter Tucker, operator of a 
Harvey Ave. auto wrecking con­ 
cern, appeared before Council Mon­ 
day night to lodge a protest in 
advance 
against 
several 
pro­ 
visions in a licensing and regula­ 
tory ordinance for junk yards that 
the members are considering. 
Tucker hit particularly at pro­ 
posed sections that would forbid 
stacking wrecked cars one atop 
the other and would require the 
entire junk yard premises to be 
enclosed by a fence at least 7 feet 
high. 
He said neither of the require­ 
ment is needed in the case of his 
operation, because it lies 12 to 32 
feet below street level — over an 
embankment on the south side of 
the street. 


HE SAID there would be no dan­ 
ger in stacking autos in his yard 
because they could not possibly 
tumble onto the sidewalk or street. 
Because of the way in which the 
yard is situated, a fence is not 
needed as a safety provision, he 
added. 
Council began to study a draft 
of a proposed ordinance early in 
September, but there has been no 
indication when it will be brought 
to the 
floor, or in what form. 
Tucker explained he read some of 
the details in the newspaper. 
“What you read is a proposal 
Council is considering.” President! 
B. E. Warner said. “It is only a 
preliminary outline.” 
“ Is the sidewalk clear in front 
of your place now and do you have 
a gate.” Councilman Robert W. 
Sample Jr. asked. 
Tucker replied none of his autos 
are on private property. He said
